What is Condensed 
Milk?

HEN YOU ask for a can of 
condensed milk at a gro­ 
cery store, what do you 
think you ought to get? 
question has probably never 
you. but it has worried the 
bureau of chemistry for a long time. 
T hat organization is entrusted with 
the enforcement of the pure food and 
drug law. which is designed to pre­ 
vent the misbranding and adulterat­ 
ing of all sorts of food products. 
Now', strictly defined, 
condensed 
milk would mean 
any 
milk from 
w hich a part of the w ater had been 
arm ored, if th a t part were only one- 
te n th of one per cent. 
But if your 
grocer sells you for ten cents a tiny 
can of milk which is only a little 


more condensed than fresh milk, he 
is. cheating you. Yet. if the govern­ 
ment wants to prosecute him. it must 
prove that the milk he sold 
was 
wrongly called condensed milk. And 
to do this, it must summon into 
court many witnesses to give expert 
testimony as to what may fairly be 
called condensed milk. 
That, at least, was the situation a 
few years ago. It soon became clear 
to the officials entrusted with the 
enforcement of the pure food and 
drug law that before they could have 
much success in preventing the mis­ 
branding and adulterating of foods, 
they must decide what those foods 
are. 
For when you come to think of 
it. a sardine is merely anything that 
anybody wants to call a sardine, and 
American cheese is whatever some­ 
body makes and labels th a t way. This 
does not apply to drugs because there 
is a pharmacopeia 
of 
the 
United 
States on which each of these drugs 
is defined, and its exact chemical 
composition set down. So that when 
vou buy quinine sulphate, you may 
be reasonably sure that you are get­ 
ting that drug as provided in the 
pharmacopeia. Otherwise the m anu­ 
facturer 
of

would be liable to 
prosecution.
